S/Shri Balwinder Singh Sandhu- and hie brother Ranjit 
Singh Sandhu are opposed to the 'activities of the terrorists. 
They are obviously m the hit list of the terrorists. The 
terrorists have so far made 16 attempts to wipe out the 
Sabdhu’s family within a span of about 11 months. The 
terrorists attacked them in groups of 10 to 200, but every-time 
the Sandhu brothers with the help of their brave wives, Smt. 
Jagdish Kaur Sandhu and Smt. Balraj Kaur Sandhu have 
successfully foiled the attempts of militants to kill them. 


The first -attack on the Sandhu family was made on 31st 
January,- 1990, and the last on 28th December, 1991. But 
the deadliest attack was made on 30th September, 1990. 
On that day, about 200 terrorists surrounded the Sandhu’s 
house from all sides- ; and attacked them continuously for 5 
hours with deadly- weapons including rocket launchers. The 
attack was well planned’ and the approach road of the house 
was blocked by' spreading underground gun mines so that 
no hdp from police forces could' reach them. Undaunted, 
the Sandhu brothers and their wives fought the terrorists with 
their pistols and stemgttos provided by the Government. The 
resistance shown by the- Sandhu brothers and their family- 
members forced the terrorists to retreat. 

All these persons have displayed courage and bravery of 
a high order in facing the attack of the terrorists and foiling 
their repeated murderous attempts. 


5. Shri Rajfcumar Nema, Damoh Madhya Pradesh 

( Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 18th January 1991) 


On 18th-January, 1991, tiwo school going girls aged 6-7 
years were crossing the railway track near the closed 
Pathariia Railway Gate on Beena-Katni main railway line. 
At this point of time, a goods train was coming from Katni 
towards Sagar and on another railway track, a railway engine 
was passing. Shri Rajtamatr Nema who was present near 
the Gate saw that both the girls were on the verge of being 
rup over by the goods train. He immediately rushed towards 
them and pushed them aside. In doing so, the lives of two 
children • were saved, but unfortunately Shri Nema dashed 
against the railway engine on the other track and died 
instantly. 


2, Shri Rajkurriar Nema exhibited conspicuous courage and 
bravery in saving the lives of two children and made the 
supreme sacrifice of his life. 

6. 4253634 Naik Jidan Baige, ( Posthumous) 

Bihar Regiment, 7 Bihar. 


(Effective date of the award : 27th February 1991) 

Naik Jidan Bage on 7 Bihar had an encounter with mili¬ 
tants near village Rajewala in Punjab in the night of 27th/ 
28th February 1991. He shot dead a terrorist. Area Com¬ 
mander iSatnam Singh Satta of Bhindrawale Tiger Force who 
was hiding in the wheat fieiffds. However, he received bulllet 
injury in this action. Other militants were firing upon the 
troops effectively, he led his section forward to close on to 


the militants, and a bitter fight ensured. He received AK-47 
burst on his chest. Whole he was being taken to the Military 
Hospital, Amritsar, he died on the way. 

Naik Jidan Bage, thus, displayed conspicuous courage and 
devotion to duty. 

7. Major D Pradeep Kumar (IC-37016), SM, Gorkha 
Regiment. 

(Effective date of the award : 27th March, 1991). 

On 27,th March 1991, Alfa company of 4/1 Gorkha 
Regiment under Major D Pradeep Kumar laid an ambush 
near village Mughal Chak by 2100 hours. Faced with the 
fire of the ambush pariy, iwo terrorists jumped into the Tam 
Taran Distributary at about 2345 hours. Major D Pradeep 
Kumar immediately cordoned the fleeing terrorists with the 
help of his party. The terrorists attempted to break the cor¬ 
don by moving south along the distributary. Major D Pradeep 
Kumar now moved close to the bank of the distributary to 
block-the terrorists. The terrorists had taken position under 
the bridge and brought down heavy volume of fire on Major 
D Pradeep Kumar. Major D Pradeep Kumar instructed 
others to stop firing to avoid casualties due to cross fire. 
Thereafter he picked up the Light Machine Gun and fired 
at the terrorisis. He had to fight a face to face duel with 
the terrorists at a range of 20 metres. He then stood up and 
completely exposing himself brought down heavy volume of 
fire from his LMG and single handedly ihot down both the 
terrorists. 

Major D Pradeep Kumar, thus, displayed conspicuous 
courage, bravery and devotion to duty in the face of terro¬ 
rists. 


8. 5043672 Rifleman Jit Prasad Shrestha, ( Posthumous ) 

Gorkha Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award : 29th March, 1991). 

On the 29th March 1991, Alfa company of 4/1 Gorkha 
Rifles laid an ambush at bridge over Tarn Taran Distributary 
near village Sakira by 2100 hours. Rifleman Jit Prasad 
Shrestha was light Machine Gunner Number 1 of a covering 
party. At about 2320 hours, three persons on a motorcycle 
with headlights off approached the ambush site. When 
challenged, the terrorists fired with AK-47 rifles and threw 
grenades at the ambush party. The covering party immedia¬ 
tely retaliated. The terrorists increased speed of the motor¬ 
cycle in order to get away from the ambush. Rifleman Jit 
Prasad Shrestha alongwith light Machine Gun Number 2 
moved closed to the road and fired. R-fleman Jit Prasad 
Shrestha came on the road to prevent the terrorists from 
escaping. While physically blocking the road, he sprayed 
bullets on the terrorists who crashed to the ground due to 
the heavy volume of fire. However, Rifleman Jit Prasad 
Shrestha also got a bullet injury in his face which proved 
fatal. 


Rifleman Jit Prasad Shrestha, thus, displayed conspicuous 
courage bravery and devotion to duty and made the supreme 
sacrifice of his life while fighting with the terrorists. 

9. 3985549 Sepoy Karoar Chand, Dogra Regiment. 

(Effective date of the award : 26th May, 1991). 

On the night of 25th/26th May 1991, the unit of Sepoy 
Kamar Chand was deployed for conducting the cordon and 
search operation in the area adjoining village Sange. At 
0500 hours on the 26th May 1991, the militants finding them¬ 
selves besieged, tried to break the cordon. A fierce encounter 
took place in which intense automatic fire was exchanged 
between terrorists and the Indian troops. Sepoy Kamar Chand 
saw a group of militants fleeing towards a canal near his 
place of duty. He challenged them but they continued to 
run. He warned them again. But they did not stop and fired 
on Sepoy Kamar Chand from automatic weapons. Display¬ 
ing courage and determination, Sepoy Kamar Chand did not 
allow the militants to escape. He took correct aim and shot 
at one of the militants. Another militant raised his arm 
in surrender, but before Sepoy Kamar Chand could arrest him, 
he bolted and jumped into the canal Sepoy Kamar Chand 
also jumped into the canal and over powered him. The 
militant was dragged out of the canal but he consumed 
cyanide and died. He was later identified as Haxdev alias 
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Tito, an area commander of Bhindrawale Tiger Force of 
Khalistan. 

Sepoy Kamar Chand, thus, displayed conspicuous courage 
and devotion to duty in his fight against the terrorists. 

10. Captain Sunil Kumar (1041901), 5 Gorkha Rifles 
(Frontier Force) 

(Effective date of the award : 2nd August, 1991). 

On the night of lst/2nd August 1991 two columns of 
6/5 Gorkha Rifles (Frontier Force) were detailed to carry 
out search and cordon operation in village Mundigram of 
Baramulla District in J & K, Captain Sunil Kumar was 
detailed to accompany a column as a Company Officer. As 
Captain Sunil Kumar was in the process of cordoning off 
a house, he noticed a door on the side opening and a man 
getting out. Captain Sunil Kumar realised that the man was 
armed as the ammunition belt worn by him was 
visible in the l'ght. Since the house was still to 
toe cordoned off and the possibility of the man 
getting away could not be ruled out, he moved 
towards the man. On seeing the army personnel, the man 
opened fire. Captain Sunil Kumar, who had come close 
to the person, was hit in right arm by a bullet. Inspite of 
being hit. Captain Sunil Kumar ran and pounced upon the 
person, snatched his rifle and pinned him down. Captain 
Sunil Kumar was profusely bleeding by now but did not let 
the anti-national element move till two other ranks took 
over from him. The personal example set by Captain Sunil 
Kumar motivated his team which captured two weapons, 
one grenade and apprehended an area commander of Hizbul 
Mujahideen alongwith 7 other hardcore anti-national ele¬ 
ments. 

Captain Sunil Kumar, thus, displayed conspicuous gallan¬ 
try, courage and leadership in the face of anti-national ele¬ 
ments. 

11. Second Lieutenant Bikramjit Singh Sandhu (SS-34475), 

18 Dogra. 

(Effective date of the award : 8th August 1991). 

On the 8th August, 1991, 18 Dogra undertook a cordon 
and search operation of village Zafarkhani and Wolyas Kaonar 
in the District of Kupwara in Jammu and Kashmir. At 
about 0630 hours, Second Lieuienant Bikramjit Singh Sandhu 
who was commanding the No. 9 Platoon observed some 
movement in a dump of trees approximately two to three 
hundred metres away and rushed towards the site with six 
jawans. As he moved, the anti-national elements opened 
AK fire on him. Risking his personal safety and undeter¬ 
red by the volume of fire, Second Lieutenant Sandhu kept 
advancing towards the site of fire and managed to cordon 
off the area. Hearing the heavy volume of fire, the group 
was jointed bv Captain Sandeep Shankla alongwith his team. 
Captain Shankla deployed his quick reaction team and read¬ 
justed the members of the Second Lieutenant Sandhu’s 
platoon and moved up to silence the fire. Suddenly a grenade 
was thrown from a hide in the jungle at Sepoy Swaran 
Singh as a result of which he was injured. Inspite of heavy 
burst fire, Second Lieutenant Sandhu continued to advance 
and engage the anti-national elements. In the meantime, 
Capt Shankla also received direct hit. Sepoy Swaran Singh 
also fell unconscious. While encouraging his men. Second 
Lieutenant Sandhu, under heavy volume of fire from the anti¬ 
national element, crawled upto Captain Shankla. He picked 
up Captain Shankfa who was very seriously injured and 
brought him up to a safer place from where he carried him 
upto the road head for first aid. He also organised the eva¬ 
cuation of fellow injured jawan. After handing them over 
at the temporary Medical Inspection Room, Second Lieute¬ 
nant Sandhu rushed back to the spot to take control of the 
situation. He was subsequently joined by his officiating 
Commanding Officer at the place of the incident. He made 
an assault on the anti-national elements. This attack finally 
silenced the anti-national elements. His courage and devo¬ 
tion to duty bad a salutary effect. Eight anti-national ele¬ 
ments were arrested and three AK-56 rifles and large quantity 
of ammunition were captured. 

Second Lieutenant Bikramjit Singh Sandhu, thus, displayed 
conspicuous courage and devotion to duty in the face of anti¬ 
national elements. 


12. 3384099 Naik Balbir Singh, 3 Sikh. 

(Effective date of the award : 17th August, 1991). 

On the 17th August, 1991, Naik Balbir Singh of Alfa 
Company 3 Sikh was detailed to act as scout of the patrol 
party led by Naik Subedar A roar Singh. The movement of 
the patrol party was spotted by the anti-national elements 
who brought down heavy fire on the party. Naik Balbir Singh 
retaliated with effective and accurate fire on the anti-national 
elements. Despite danger to his own life Naik Balbir Singh 
kept the anti-national elements pinned down and prevented 
them from escaping. He killed their sentry. On seeing 
that the anti-national elements were trying to escape in the 
Nallah, Naik Balbir Singh quickly changed his position to 
foil their attempts to escape but was hit on the stomach by 
a burst of AiK-56 rifle fire. Naik Balbir Singh moved to 
a safer position and continued to bring down effective fire 
on the militants. During this exchange of fire, he was once 
again hit by a bullet in his left hand, tout he did not leave 
his position and kept on engaging the enemy till he was 
ordered to be evacuated to the unit administrative base. 

Naik Balbir Singh thus displayed conspicuous courage gallan¬ 
try and devotion to duty while fighting against the militants. 

13. 2500315 Naik Dhan Bahadur Surrwar, ( Posthumous ) 

Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award : 17th August, 1991) 

On the 17th August 1991, Special Operation ‘KASAM’ was 
launched by 25 Assam Rifles to seek and destroy a suspect¬ 
ed NSON (S) Camp located near village Alang in UKHRUL 
district of Manipur. Naik Dhan Bahadur Sunwar was 
performing the task of Number two scout of the column. 
On reaching near the location of the camp, Late Naik Dhan 
Bahadur Sunwar along with some of his colleagues charged 
upon the Camp of the underground while firing from his 
position. During this act, the party came under heavy fire and 
he was badly wounded. Unmindful of his serious injuries, 
he kept on firing relentlessly. He engaged the militants in 
hand to hand fight and managed to snatdh one 9 mm sten 
carbine Machine from one of the hostiles who had no alter¬ 
native but to flee. Before Naik Dhan Bahadur Sunwar 
could be evacuated, he succumbed to the injuries. 

Naik Dhan Bahadur Sunwar, thus, displayed conspicuous 
courage, valour and devotion to duty and made supreme 
sacrifice of his life while fighting with the militants. 

14. 4068220 Rifleman Khemraj Singh, 10 Garhwal Rifles. 

(Effective date of award : 24lh August, 1991) 

Rifleman Khemraj Singh of Headquarters Company 10, 
Garhwal Riflfles was a member of protection party of the 
officiating Commanding Officer Major Sunil Kumar Anand. 
The battalion was detailed for cordon and search operation 
in village Manigam (District Srinagar) on the 24th August, 
1991. He was leading a party entrusted with the task of 
apprehending the anti-national elements. The anti-national 
elements were firing heavily with a Universal Machine Gun 
and other automatic weapons. Rifleman Khemraj Singh 
spotted the anti-national elements hiding very closely to 
him and fired at them a number of times. One of the anti¬ 
national elements tried to break the cordon in a bid to escape 
but was apprehended. The second anti-national element conti¬ 
nued to fire with his Universal Machine Gun. In a daring 
act. Rifleman Khemraj Singh crawled and moved towards the 
anti-national element in order to silence the Universal Machine- 
Gun. In the cross fire, he was hit by a burst from the 
Universal Machine Gun on his left thigh just when he was 
about 10-12 yards from the anti-national element. Seriously 
injured and bleeding profusely, Rifleman Khemraj Singjh 
continued to crawl towards the anti-national element, firing 
from his AK-47 rifle, till the anti-national element along¬ 
with his Universal Machine Gun was finally overpowered 
by his comrades who had dosed on the anti-national element 
from other directions. Rifleman Khemraj Singh was im¬ 
mediately rendered first aid and was rushed to Hospital. The 
apprehended anti-national elements were later identified as 
Ghulam Mohammad War. Chief Area Commander of Jamait- 
E-Islam and Hizbul Mujahidin and Abdul Rashid, Area Com¬ 
mander of Allah Tigers. This operation also resulted in 
s'ezure of a number of weapons alongwith huge quantity of 
ammunition. 

Rifleman Khemraj Singh, thus, displayed conspicuous gal¬ 
lantry and courage in the face of anti-national elements. 
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15. 2676892 Lance Naik Jardish Ahmed, 22 Grenadiers. 

(Effective date of the award : 8th September, 1991). 

On the 8tih September, 1991, Lance Naik Jardish Ahmed 
formed a part of the company, detailed to carry out a cordon 
and search operation in village Buran Pattan. On locating 
a group of the six- armed mj 1 ' , ' 1 '' <c < ;v o, her ranks 

of the company pursued the into the 

paddy fields. Lance Naik 1 . - \ . . a Light 

Machine Gun with which he fired at the anti-national ele¬ 
ments and ensured that the other member's of his team could 
move freeily into the paddy fields and form a cordon. Lance 
Naik Jardish Ahmed spotted an anti-national element rising 
out of the swamp and paddy field next to him and clubbed 
him with his Light Machine Gun and captured him. Subse¬ 
quently, one pistol was recovered from the anti-national 
element. Lance Naik Ahmed with enthusiasm and in utter 
disregard of his personal safety splashed forward and spotted 
another anti-national element who was about to fire. Lance 
Naik Jardish Ahmed’s Light Machine Gun quickly fired from 
his hip from a distance of 10 metres and killed the anti¬ 
national element. He then moved to his right searching for 
the other anti-national elements. Seeing some movement at 
the right he closed in through the thick swamps, towards the 
rear of the anti-national elements. One anti-national element 
tried to turn and fire towards his company commander and 
Radio operator from a distance of 10 yards but before he 
could press the trigger, he was shot dead by Lance Naik 
Jardish Ahmed. In this operation. Lance Naik Jardish Ahmed 
displayed bravery initiative and courage of a high order. 
Due to his accurate employment of Light Machine Gun and 
his quick action, the lives of his team mates including his 
company commander were saved and two hard core anti¬ 
national elements were killed. 

Lance Naik Jardish Ahmed thus displayed conspicuous 
courage leadership and devotion to duty while fighting with 
anti-national elements. 

16. 9085366 Rifleman Mohd Safeer Khan, Jammu and 

Kashmir Light Infantry. ( Posthumous ) 

(Effective date of the award : 31st October, 1991). 

On the 31st October, 1991, Rifleman Mohd Safeer Khan 
was a member of company deployed for cordon and search 
operation in area Panbeoha in Sitasagar District. At approxi- 
* mately 1340 hours while cordoning off the area, Rifleman 
Mohd Safeer Khan and Rifleman Madan Lai were going 
through a thick paddy field when they suddenly encountered 
two militants hiding just 15 metres away. One of them 
hurled a grenade towards Rifleman Mohd Safeer Khan. 
In utter disregard of his personal safety, Rifleman Safeer 
Khan charged on the militant closest to him. Even as the 
grenade detonated behind him, inflicting serious injuries on 
his body, this brave Rifleman lunged towards the militant 
and overpowered him. It was only when the Platoon Com¬ 
mander and other numbers of his Platoon arrived at the scene 
that Rifleman Mohd Safeer Khan released his grip on the 
militant. Thereafter, he was evacuated to the Advance 
Dressing Station first and then to 5, Air Force Hos¬ 
pital Jorhat, but he did not survive. 

Rifleman Mohd Safeer Khan, thus, displayed conspicuous 
gallantry and courage. 

17. Major Kashmir Singh Rana (IC-37242), 6 Sikh. 

(Effective date of the award : 8th November, 1991). 

On 8th November, 1991, the company led by Major Kash¬ 
mir Singh Rana was deployed to cordon and search operation 
in an area in J&K. He was informed by Shri Safudin Peer, 
area commander of Kashmir Liberation Front, who was 
captured by Major Rana on the 6th November, 1991 that 
Gulatn Mohamad Lone the most dreaded terrorist of Kup- 
wara District, Divisional Commander of Kashmir Liberation 
Front was operating in this area. At 0545 hours on the 
8th November, 1991, while Major Rana was deploying his 
sub units for the cordon, they came under heavy fire. The 
militants were firing from a distance of 300 metres. Major 
Rana quickly deployed one platoon to give fire support from 
South and moved with his quick reaction team in the direc¬ 
tion of the fire to out-flank the anti-national elements from 
the north. Seeing the party led by Major Rana approaching 
them, the anti-national elements shifted the fire towards his 


party with greater intensity. Major Rana deployed another 
group at nullah junction to give close fire support to his 
party. Thereafter, Major Rana moved swiftly and pounced 
on the anti-national elements firing from their hide out. 
Hand to hand fight ensued between Major Rana’s party and 
the anti-national elements. After some resistance four anti¬ 
national elements including anti-national element Gulam 
Mohamad Lone, who grappled with Major Rana, were over¬ 
powered and captured alive alogwith large cache Of arms 
and ammunition. 

In December, 1991, Major Rana with unconventional tac¬ 
tics, using civil vehicle and travelling incognito captured 
several anti-national elements with the r weapons and ammu¬ 
nition. In February and March, 1992, the unit under Major 
Rana recovered 100 weapons and large quantity of ammuni¬ 
tion. On 24th April, 1992, in an operation led by Major Rana, 
one area commander, Meharaj Din of Hizbul Mujahideen 
was killed, seven militants were apprehended and several 
weapons were recovered. 

Major Kashmir Singh Rana, thus, displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, remarkable leadership and courage in the face of 
anti-national elements. 

18. Shri Jagdev Singh, Sirsa, District Hissar (Posthumous) 
(Effective date of the award : 9th November, 1991) 

On the 9th November, 1991, a large number of devotees 
had assembled in front of ‘Sacha-Sauda’, a religious place 
in the city of Sirsa district of Haryana to attend a ‘Satsang’. 
Suddenly, some terrorists came to this place armed with 
automatic weapons and started firing indiscriminately. As a 
result, 14 persons were killed and 13 persons suffered serious 
injuries. There was a great commotion and confusion and 
everyone ran heller skelter in order to save his life. At that 
time, Shri Jagdev Singh, a local Sikh resident, v/ho was present 
at the spot, caught hold of one of the terrorists firing at the 
crowed and turned the barrel of his AK-47 rifle upward with 
the result that all the remaining bullets were fired in the air. 
In the meantime, another terrorist came and shot him in the 
head from point blank range in order to free his accomp¬ 
lice. Shri Jagdev Singh died on the spot. 

2. Shri Jagdev Singh exhibited exemplary courage, promp¬ 
titude and presence of mind in the face of imminent death 
and saved the lives of a large number of persons. 

19. Major A nmole Singh Ghuman (IC-40082), 3 Mahar. 
(Effective date of the award : 18th November, 1991) 

On the 18th November, 1991 at about 2130 hours an 
encounter took place between a group of anti-national elements 
infiltrating through the Line of Control into the Kashmir 
Valley and an ambush party. On receipt of the information 
about encounter, a party under Major Anmole Singh Ghuman, 
a young and energetic Company Commander located at 
Nifsah Baihk in the valley rushed to the site of the encounter 
for providing reinforcement. He was entrusted with the 
task of preventing the anti-national elements from escaping 
and conducting a search in the vicinity of the area of en¬ 
counter having thick jungles, steep gradients and difficult 
terrain. The search continued for 72 hours. Despite the 
arduous climb and lack of success for a considerable period 
of time, with indefatigable spirit, dogged determination, he 
continued his work, which ultimately bore fruit. He saw four 
anti-national elements hiding behind some boulders. He 
split his party into three groups, of Which two groups Mock- 
‘ed their route of escape. He himself proceeded with the 
third group towards the anti-national elements. At this 
juncture, the anti-national elements opened fire on his group 
with a Universal Machine Gun and AK-56 rifles. Undeterred 
by hostile fire and in utter disregard of his personal safety, 
he closed on the anti-national elements, lobbing a grenade 
on them and directing the fire of his group. He killed all 
the four anti-national elements. In the operation conducted 
under the dynamic and inspiring leadership of Major Anmole 
Singh Ghuman, 4 anti-national elemenrs were killed and 
large cache of arms and ammunition was captured. 

Major Anmole Singh Ghuman, thus, displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage, leadership and devotion to duty. 

20. Major Rameshwar Lai (IC-27057), Guards. 

(Effective date of the award : 28th December, 1991). 

Major Rameshiwar Lai, though physically handicapped due 
to the amputation of the right arm and removal of a portion 
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of his fight' lung, preferred to serve his battalion deployed in 
Punjab: On 28 th December, 1991, while officiating as the 
Comniatidjng Officer of the battalion in OP RAKSHAK, 
Major Rameshwar Lai planned a patrolling cum search mis¬ 
sion' South of Village D'UiMINIWALA to capture two terro¬ 
rists reported to be hiding in this area. He organised the 
battalion into four company size columns. He himself led 
one of these columns. Around 0900 A.M. two armed 
terrorists fired at Major Rameshwar Lai’s column and ran 
towards an antiflood embankment closely. He ordered another 
column to approach the said embankment. The terrorists, 
thus having been hemmed in between the two columns due 
to s\yift, action of Major Rameshwar Lai, started firing indis¬ 
criminately. Major Rameshwar Lai, undeterred by the fire 
of. terrorists, ran ahead with his men and brought effective 
fire on the terrorists. In this encounter both the dreaded 
hardcore terrorists namely Mukhtiar Singh alias Kukha and 
Buta Singh of Babbar Khalsa Group were killed. Two rifles 
and 290 rounds of ammunition were recovered from the 
terrorists. 

Major Rameshwar Lai thus displayed conspicuous courage 
braver> r and devotion to duty. 

21. Major Perminder Singh Bhinder (IC-31832), 

6 Garhwal Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award : 31st December, 1991). 

On 31 st December, 1991, at approx 1700 hours in ‘OP 
RHINO’, Major Perminder Singh Bhinder personally led 
a search party with three other Ranks into a house and forced 
Hirek Jyoti Mohanta, a militant leader with two other associa¬ 
tes to lay down their weapons and surrender. Later on when 
he was escorting Mohanta to another hideout, they were fired 
at by militants. Taking advantage of cross fire and on the 
pretext of making the militants to stop firing, Hirek Jyoti 
Mohanta tried to escape to the militants camp. Major 
Perminder Singh Bhinder regardless of the danger pursued 
him. When Mohanta stumbled and fell, Major Bhinder 
fired and wounded Hirek Jyoti Mohanta with his accurate 
firing. Thereafter, he apprehended Mohanta and handed him 
over to the covering party. 

Major Perminder Singh Bhinder thus displayed conspicuous 
courage, leadership and presence of mind in face of mili¬ 
tants. 

22. Captain Amitabh (SS-32844), 6 Garhwal Rifles. 
(Effective date of the award : 31st Dec., 1991) 

Q« , 31st December, 1991, on getting information about 
Siddharth Phukan, Captain Amitabh alongwith Captain 
Alok Singh deployed two quick reaction teams and lay in 
wait for seven hours. At 1600 hours Siddharth Phukan 
was spotted on a motor cycle with one pillion rider who 
wa$ identified as Sailan Dutta Kanwar, President Kamrup 
District United Liberation Front of Assam Group. The 
motor cycle was discreetly followed by the team of Captain 
Amitabh. The team of Captain Alok Singh was deployed 
on a parallel road to prevent the escape from the front. 
Figdng the escape route blocked, Phukan stopped the 
motor cycle and ran into a side street. While Captain 
Alpjc Singh started chasing Phukan, the pillion rider of 
the.' motpr cycle ran into a opposite alley and was chased 
by Captain Amitabh. The militant took out his pistol and 
firm'd seven shots towards Captain Amitabh, who did not 
return the fire as he wanted to capture the individual 
aliye. However, when the individual appeared to be 
getting away, Captain Amitabh fired two shots and injured him 
in .'his leg. Thereafter, he single handedly grappled with 
the, terrorist and arrested him. He also prevented the 
terrorist from committing suicide. 

Captain Amitabh. thus, displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty. 

23. JC-196530 Naib Subedar Gaje Singh Bisht, 

15 Garhwal Rifles 

(Effective date of the award : 2nd January, 1992) 

On the 2nd Jan., 1992 while laying a cordon in 
Bhagwanpora area, 15 Garhwal Rifles was heavily fired 
upon from inside a house. Without losing 1 any time, Naib 
Subedar Gaje Singh cordoned off the house with his platoon. 


While entering the house, he was hit by a bullet on 

his knee. Despite the injury, he dragged himself to a 

safer place and killed one anti-national element, who turned 
out to be Shabir Ahmad Bazaz, a top militant of Haiktul 
Mujahideen. Refusing to be evacuated, he motivated his 
jawans to chase other anti-national elements fleeing away 
in panic. Though Naib Subedar Gaje Singh was himself 
seriously injured, he asked the Regimental Medical 
Officer to attend to his fellow jawans first since they were 
more serious. In another encounter Naib Subedar Gaje 

Singh had sustained three bullet injuries and was badly 
wounded. But he refused to be evacuated and kept on 

engaging- the anti-national elements till the anti-national 
elements stopped their firing. 

Naib Subedar Gaje Singh Bisht, thus, displayed conspi¬ 
cuous gallantry, valour and courage in his fight against 
the anti-national elements. 

24. 3973740 Havildar Subhash Chander. (Posthumous) 
Dogra Regiment 

(Effective date of the award : 8th March, 1992) 

On the night of 08th/09th March 1992 two Companies 
of 8 Dogra had laid an ambush on the different tracks 
leading to the village Borchhi Rajputana in the district 
of Amritsar (Punjab). At about 2230 hours, an ambush 
party deployed at track floi-bhi Rajput,via Nmakpur noticed 
a group of four person*- : ,ip;(>,n.Jiiiy l:o:n the village. 
These persons were challenged ll.m.il.ir Kuldip Singh 
and there was heavy exchange of fire. The four armed 
men ran into the cover of the wheat field and started 
firing in a bid to escape. One of them was shouting and 
asking his group members to throw a grenade. On hearing 
this, in order to prevent the terrorists from escaping after 
lobbing grenades. Havildar Subhash Chander, unmindful of 
his personal safety, charged at the nearest terrorist and 
killed him. He was later identified as self styled Lieutenant 
General Devinder Singh alias commando of the Babbar 
Khalsa group. In the process he was hit in his abdomen 
by a burst of AK-47 rifle. Another hidden terrorist who 
saw him charging fired at him with his AK-47 rifle injuring 
him gravely. Inspile of his grave injuries Havildar 
Subhash Chander kept on charging and firing his stengun 
at the second terrorist named Iqbal Singh and killed him. 
Seeing his continued and determined charge, the terrorist 
fired a second fatal burst which hit Havildar Subhash 
Chander in his chest. 

Havildar Subhash Chander, thus, displayed conspicuous 
gallantry and courage in the face of anti-national elements 
and laid down his life, making the supreme sacrifice. - 

25. G/G/T72274-W Mechanical Transport Driver 
Altaf Hussain 

(Effective date of the award : 14th March, 1992) 

Mechanical Transport Driver Altaf Hussain of 580(1) 
Tpt Platoon, Project Vartak of Border Roads Organisation 
was deployed as a driver on a water truck w.e.f. August 
1990 at Headquarters 44 Border Roads Task Force. 

On the 14th March, 1992 at about 0630 hours, a vehicle 
carrying 18 personnel from Along to Likabli rolled 
around 1350 feet down the valley. On hearing the news 
Shri Altaf Hussain rushed to the spot of accident imme¬ 
diately. Eight persons involved in the accident could not 
be traced. "Steep gradient of the valley and slippery condi¬ 
tions made the task of locating them extremely difficult. 
Officer Commanding 1074 Field Workshop, Major Bhupender 
Singh who on getting the news had also reached the spot,, 
(started climbing down the slope with the help of a 
rope. Shri Altaf Hussain volunteered to follow the Officer 
and descended down. He rendered all help in evacuating 
ten seriously inured personnel from the depth of 30 metres 
by manual lifting and rope climbing. The rescue of 
their men required further descent into the valley which 
was more dangerous because of shooting stones from the 
top or the gradient. Shri Altaf Hussa ; n displayed excep¬ 
tional courage, moved down to a depth of over 200 metres 
on the treacherous slope and succeeded in evacuating each 
and every injured personnel. Thereafter, he carried four 
severely injured personnel on his shoulders to the top by 
climbing with the help of a rope. 
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Mechanical Transport Driver Altaf Hussain has, thus, 
displayed conspicuous bravery and exemplary courage in 
saving the lives of several inured personnel. 

26. 3978707 NAIK BHIM SAIN, 

5 DOGRA (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 2nd April, 1992) 

On the 2nd April 1992, Naik Bhim Sain was in one of 
the Baut tasked to prevent anti national elements from 
escaping towards Sopore from the Hari Batti island in 
Wular Lake in I & K. While he and his colleagues were 
rounding off flshermen/wood cutters to conduct them 
safely to the other side of the lake where the outer 
cordon parties were deployed, his Baut was ambushed by 
an anti national elements. They were firing from a country 
boat and from the island also. He along with four Jawans 
was injured. Realising that the lives of his colleagues 
were in danger if he did not eliminate the anti-national 
elements on the island and move to the shore, he took 
over the control of the operational boat motor and moved 
his Baut towards the island. This, courageous action and 
the heavy volume of fire brought down on the anti-national 
elements by him and Sepoy Dhan Dev of his Baut so 
unnerved the anti-national elements that they stopped firing 
and retreated into the thick willow forest. He, thereafter, 
moved the Baut towards the Regimental Aid Post at 
Watlab Ghat and succumbed to his injuries on way. 

Naik Bhim Sain, thus, displayed conspicuous courage, 
bravery and devotion to duty and made the supreme 
sacrifice of his life while fighting against the anti-national 
elements. 

27. G/164845-P OPERATOR EXCAVATING MACHI¬ 
NERY 

DILBAGH SINGH 

(Effective date of the award : 5th April, 1992) 

Operator Excavating Machinery Dilbag Singh of 168 
Formation Platoon, Project HIMANK of Border Roads 
Organisation was deployed for snow clearance on LEH- 
CHALUNKA road at an altitude of 18,380 feet. 

On the 6th January, 1992 at about 1530 hours, a heavv 
evalanchc came down at KM 39.5 on road Leh-chalunka 
blocking I he approach to the highest motorable bridge at 
KH VRDUNGLA. The anchorage of the bridge was also 
damaged. Hence, immediate restoration was required to 
save the bridge. The dozer which was deployed to clear 
the approach had also come under the avalanche. OEM 
Dilbagh Singh who was deployed at KM 32 with his 
dozer was ordered to move in the night on the 6th 
January 1992 at 1900 hours. OEM Dilbag ' Singh 
moved immediately with his dozer cleaning about 
2 metres of snow accumulation almost all the way 
with the help of ‘mashals’ as dozer light had also failed 
on the way and reached the place of avalanche : at 0400 hours 
in the morning. Without any break he continued to work 
throughout the day on the 7th January, 1992 regardless of 
his personal safety and comfort. Due to heavy wind and 
huge snow drifts OEM Dilbagh Singh, collapsed at about 
“1700 hours on the 7th January, 1992 on account of 
physical exhaustion but was revived in about 15 minutes. 
Soon on regaining consciousness he insisted upon taking 
charge of the dozer and continued to clear the approach 
to the bridge. He did not take any rest until he completed 
his task, thereby saving the bridge which is the vital com¬ 
munication link. 

In an another mission, he was ordered to clear the 
Snow on the road between Km 43 and 47 on the 5th 
April, 1992, which was not open to traffic for the previous 
two weeks due to heavy snow. The snow clearance task 
was to be taken up on operational basis so that’ the units 
at Siachen glacier could be de-inducted. While working on 
the night of 5th/6th April 1992, at about 2200 hours, 
OEM Dilbagh Singh and two helpers were buried under 
a heavy snow slide alongwith his dozer. Displaying excep¬ 
tional courage OEM Dilbagh Singh first extricated his two 
helpers from the deep snow. Thereafter, without any rest, 
he retrieved his dozer and continued to work ■ upto 0300 
hours on the 6th April 1992 to complete the seemingly • im¬ 
possible task. 

Operator Excavating Machinery Dilbag Singh, thus, 
Displayed conspicuous courage ' and remarkable -dedication 
td duty. 


78. COLONEL BIDHI CHAND LAGWAL (IC-19922), 
DOGRA 

(Effective date of the award : 7th April, 1992) 

On the 7th April 1992 an encounter took place at 
Khojkipur between dreaded terrorist Jarnail Singh alias Buh, 
Deputy Chief Khalistan Commando Force and the assault 
.party led by Colonel Bidhi Chand Lagwal. The terrorist 
.was located in a fortified double storeyed farm house of 
Shri. Balwinder Singh, Vice Pres'dent of All India' Sikh 
Students Federation. It provided excellent place for firing 
in all directions. Seeing the assault party coming to the 
farm house, the terrorist brought heavy fire upon .the 
■party. Unmindful of his personal safety, Colonel Bidhi 
Chand Lagwal started Rocket Launch fire at the- terrorist 
forcing him to abandon position. The terrorist continued 
fighting from the ground floor and killed one CRPF 
lawan. Colonel Bidhi Ghrtnd Lagwal surrounded the 
building and forced entry under a hail of fire. The terrorist 
•then -took position in a concrete bunker inside (the 
house. He was*, however, forced to come out of -his 
position by use of phosphorous and grenades. The ‘en¬ 
counter lasted about six hours. Ultimately the terrorist was 
killed. 

Ia a similar action on 01 April 1992, Colonel Bidhi 
Chand Lagwal rescued Shri Dharam Pal Singh, kidnapped 
by .terrorists for a ransom of Rs. 10 lakhs, after killing 
one terrorist during the encounter. Colonel Bidhi Chand 
Lagwal has 'participated in all Battalion operations result¬ 
ing in elimination of nine terrorists and recoveries of large 
quantity of arms and ammunition. 

Colonel Bidhi Chand Lagwal, thus, consistently displayed 
■conspicuous courage, dynamic leadership and devotion to 
duty in anti-terrorist operation. 

29. 13857736 HAVILDAR GANGA SAHAY, 

20 KUMAON 

(Effective date of the award : 12th April, 1992) 

. At 0600 hours on the 12<h . April, 1992, Havildar Ganga 
Sahay of A Coy 20 KUMAON was deployed as the N.CO 
Incharge of a Vehicle Check Post (VCP) in Kapurthala 
District, along with 9 ORs and two constables of Punjab 
Police. Captain -SS Rathore of 20 KUMAON was the 
OIC of this contingent. At about 0920 hours, one White 
■Maruti car eame to the check-post on the road leading 
fwn the North. On being asked to come out foF a 
seaVh, the person driving the car came out, but on being 
asked to raise his hands, swif'ly took out pistol and'tried 
te shoot at Havildar Ganga Sahay. L/Nk Kish an Chand 
promptly reacted, hit him with his rifle butt and tried , to 
snatch his pistol but the .militant moved awav swiftly and 
fired a shot at point blank range, hitting L/Nk Kishan 
Chand in the head. Simultaneously, the second * person 
sitting on- the rear seat on the car fired from another pistol 
at .Sepoy Ram Pyare Yadav through the rear window 
glass and both started running into the adjoining wheat 
field. 1 Havildar Ganga Sahav asked the Radio Operator 
to Call for. reinforcement, quickly dc'ailed five ORs and the 
two police constables to look after the casualitics and there¬ 
after. started chasing the fleeing militants with the remain¬ 
ing two ORs. Soon Cap'ain Rathore also reached ■ the 
site from the North West and started bringing down fife 
on the. militant from that flank also. Both the phtties 
joined and moved towards the place where militants* wete 
hiding. Havildar Ganga Sahay covered their move ‘for 
their, correct positioning, and he joined for the final assault 
on the. mil'tanls. Their bodies were later identified as- that 
of self sfv'ed (SSI T.ien'enan! Generals of Khalistan 
Commando Force (Panjwar). namelv Snrinderjit Sfngh alias 
Chhinda Bhai and SS Lieutenant General Surinderjit Singh 
Mallowal. Both of them were hard core militants and 
had committed 500 and 300 killings respectively and 
carried cash awards of Rs. 10 and 4 lakhs respectively on 
their heads. 

Havildar Ganga Sahav thus displayed conspicuous courage, 
valour, presence of mind and devotion to duty while fighting 
with the terrorists. 

30. 4174170 LANCE NAIK - KISHAN CHAND, 20 

KUMAON (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 12th April, 1992) 

■■•M 0600.hours on the 12th April, 1992, Lance Naik 
Kishan .Chand of, *A*. Cov. 20 Kumaon Was deptoy#d<Sn a 
.YaWcle: Check; post established: jointly by the Attn?’ ataJ'the 
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Punjab Police at the Road junction of Nihalgarh and Mauli 
Jamalpur villages phagwara Sub-Division of Kapurthala Dis¬ 
trict. At about 0920 hours one white Maruti car approached 
this vehicle Check post. Lance Naik Kishan Chand signalled 
the Car to stop and asked both its male occupants to come 
out for a physical check. The person driving the car came 
out and on being told by Havildar Ganga Sahay to raise his 
hands, swiftly took out a pistol and tried to shoot at him. 
Lance Naik Kishan Chand hit him with his rifle butt and 
made an attempt to snatch the pistol but the militant moved 
away swiftly and fired a shot at the point blank range hitting 
Lance Naik Kishan Chand in the head. Simultaneously, the 
second person sitting on the rear seat of car fired with 
another pistol at the second santry Sepoy Ram Pyare Yadav, 
through the rear window glass. Both militanls then started 
running into the adjoining wheat field. Lance Naik KJshan 
Chand was evacuated immediately to the Unit MI Room for 
First aid and further to the MH Jalandhar, where the 
succumbed to his injuries. Both militants who took position 
in a wheat field, were cordoned off by another party of 
troops and subsequently shot dead in the ensuing encounter, 
on refusing to surrender. A large quantity of arms and 
ammunition were captured and some papers having the 
names of accomplices were seized. 

Lance Naik Kishan Chand, thus, displayed conspicuous 
gallantry and persence of mind in the face of militants and 
supreme sacrifice of his life while performing his duties. 

31. 4350557 HAVILDAR BASANTA KUMAR ROY, 

3 ASSAM 

(Effective date of the award : 18th April, 1992) 

On the 18th April, 1992, during a joint operation of army 
and police to flush-out militants in village Bucher Kalan, Dis¬ 
trict Taran Taran (Punjab), the militants had taken position 
in a khud inside a wheat field and were firing effectively with 
automatic weapons in all directions. Any effort by the secu¬ 
rity forces to close in was being retaliated with a ' heavy 
volume of fire. At this juncture, Havildar Basanta Kumar 
Roy and his party approached the militants in bullet proof 
tractor. While closing in, he exhorted all the members to 
engage the militants relentlessly. He himself charged at the 
position of militants killing them. The slain militants were 
identified as Buta Singh, Area Commander and Lakhwinder 
Singh of Khalistan Commando Force (Zaffarwal Group). 
Two AK-47 rifles, one radio set, 3 electric detonators and 
35 rounds were recovered. 

Havildar Basanta Kumar Roy thus displayed conspicuous 
courage, bravery and leadership while fighting with mili¬ 
tants. 

32. CAPTAIN HARBINDER SINGH GILL (SS-34360) 
INFANTRY 3 ASSAM 

(Effective date of the award : 23rd April 1992) 

On 23rd April 1992 during a fierce encounter at village 
Bakipur District Tam Taran (Punjab), Captain Harbinder 
Singh Gill alongwith his Quick Reaction Team was assigned 
the task of flushing out militants from a group of farmhouses. 
In the face of heavy firing by the militants Captain Harbinder 
Singh Gill personally fired four rounds of high explosive 
from 84 mm Rocket Launcher, and succeeded in destroying 
the target building partially. Thereafter, two bullet proof 
tractors with composite parties were sent forward. However, 
the tractors were forced to halt 75 metres short of the target 
due to heavy auomatic and grenade fire. Undeterred by the 
holdup. Captain Harbinder Singh Gill moved forward with 
two other composite groups by adopting ‘fire and move’ 
technique. Crawling forward {tersonally led the assault with 
one of the groups. "He lobbed a grenade inside the room and 
charged with his AK-47 rifle killing two militants including 
Surinder Singh Mana, self styled Lt Gen of Khalistan 
Commando Force (Panjwar Group). Two assault rifles, one 
Dragunov sniper rifle, one grenade launcher alongwith large 
quantity of ammunition were recovered. 

Captain Harbinder Singh Gill, thus, displayed conspicuous 
courage, bravery, devotion to duty, and leadership. 

33 SECOND LIEUTENANT KRISHNA MURARI SINGH 

’ (IC 50102), 6, SIKH 

( Eff ective date of the award: 3rd May, 1992) 

On 3rd May, 1992, a company of 6 Sikh was entrusted 
with the task of carrying out an operation against .anti¬ 
national elements in village imbarzalwari under the leadership 
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of 2nd Lt. Krishna Murari Singh. After four hours of climb 
the company reached the village. It was observed that a 
number of individuals were trying to escape from the village 
and going towards Imbarzalwari Nala on the South. Seeing 
this, the officer gave a chase to the anti-national elements, 
sprinting down the spur. When the officer reached the tip 
of the spur, he noticed that the suspects had reached the 
base of the spur and were crossing the Nala. On being 
challenged, the anti-national elements brought down heavy 
volume of fire upon the Officer. Taking quick and hold 
decision, the officer subjected the location of the anti-national 
elements to single shot point fires from his AK-47 rifle with 
the sole aim of preventing the anti-national elements from 
escaping. The anti-national elements observed this tactic, 
took cover behind the three trunks and returned fire with 
the same accuracy. Hearing the shots, Major Kashmir Singh 
Rana rushed to the aid of the officer with his team. In the 
meantime, Subedar Kamaljit Singh, who was part of the party 
of 2nd Lt Krishna Murari Singh also came. Major Rana and 
his party started giving covering fire to pindown the anti¬ 
national elements and enable the officer to close in. After 
reaching a place about 100 metres away from the anti¬ 
national elements, he divided his party into two. The dtie 
under Subedar Kamaljit Singh was ordered to go from the 
left and cut off the escape route of the anti-national elements. 
The Officer himself led his party from the front and went to¬ 
wards the anti-national elements to apprehend them. While he 
kept on firing accurately to pin down the anti-national ele¬ 
ments. he moved closer and, ultimately forced the anti-natio¬ 
nal elements to surrender along with their weapons. 

Second Lieutenant Krishna Murari Singh, thus, displayed 
conspicuous courage, bravery and devotion to duty in the 
face of anti-national elements. 

34. JC-180419 SUBEDAR BALWANT SINGH, ARTILLERY 

(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 8th May, 1992) 

During Road Opening Operations on road Shershali- 
Khunmoh on the 8th May 1992, Subedar Balwant Singh was 
detailed as a Platoon Commander. He was asked to interro¬ 
gate four suspicious iboking youngmen near village Khrew. 
On challenging, the suspects tried to run. He did not open 
fire as it would have caused casualties to the civilians. One 
of them hid himself in a house. As soon as the house was 
cordoned off, the anti-national element opened fire. Subedar 
Balwant Singh, anticipating the route of escape of the anti¬ 
national element placed himself l)here and shot him dead as 
he tried to escape. However, during the process, Subedar 
Balwant Singh got a burst of AK56 fire and succumbed to 
the injuries. 

Subedar Balwant Singh, thus, displayed conspicuous courage 
and devotion to duty and made the supreme sacrifice of his 
.life in order to ensure the safety of his team members and 
prevent the loss of lives of innocent civilians. 

35. G /163560-W MECHANICAL TRANSPORT DRIVER 

PROBODH SINGH 

(Effective date of the award : 14th May, 1992) 

Shri Probodh Singh, A Mechanical Transport Driver of 
100 Road Construction Company, Project Sewak of Border 
Roads Organisation was detailed on Vehicle Tata 1 Tonner 
of 100 Road Construction Company. 

2. On the 14th May 1992, AEE(C) SM Loganathan of 
100 Road Construction Company was detailed for disburse¬ 
ment of pay and allowances to BRO Personnel and casual 
labourers working on road sector Merangkong Tamlu Sector 
in Nagaland, with a vehicle driven by Shri Probodh Singh 
When the vehicle reached KM 14 from Anguri (2 Kms in¬ 
side Nagaland) on Anguri Mokokchung Road, one person 
in olive green uniform, carrying a gun behind his back came 
out of the Jungle and signalled the vehicle to stop. Shri 
Probodh Singh sensing grave danger to the lives of the co¬ 
travellers and loss of Govt, money, increased the speed and 
drove the vehicle towards Tamul Police Station. All of a 
sudden, there was indiscriminate firing from all sides of the 
vehicle bid, Shri Probodh Singh manoeuvred the vehicle for¬ 
ward courageously even though one unarmed BRO guard. 
Pioneer Alexander Travelling in the vehicle was killed in 
the firing. 

3. MT/Driver Probodh Singh showed exceptional courage, 
conspicuous bravery and fortitude in the most adverse situa¬ 
tion in utter disregard of Ms personal safety and saved Govt, 
cash to the tune of Rs. three lakhs and several human lives. 
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36. G/081213-L PIONEER ANIRUDHAN (POSTHUMOUS) 
(Effective date of the award : 27th May, 1992) 

Pioneer Anirudhan of 1646 Pioneer Company was attached 
to 80 Road Construction Company Project Sewak of Border 
Roads Organisation for worksite duties, on road Pungro- 
Moya-Nimi Road, 

Pioneer Anirudhan was deployed for blasting operation 
on the rocky portions alongwith his team. On the 27th 
May 1992, when he was engaged in blasting a rocky portion 
of 60 mtrs in length at a height of 15 metres and at an 
angle of 85 degrees, he penetrated about 40 metres deep into 
the rock to charge the holes. After blasting, Pioneer Aniru¬ 
dhan alongwith his team came back to the site of work 
after some-hours to check and see if the site had been cleared 
of the charges. All of a sudden, a huge rock started rolling 
down from the top. Sensing danger, he shouted asking his 
team members to run away. He smultaneously pushed two 
casual labourers away from the spot, but unfortunately he 
himself came under the rock, Through he was extricated from 
the debris, he succumbed to his injures on the way to the 
nearest hospital. 

Pioneer Anirudhan laid down his life not only for carry¬ 
ing out the assigned task in utter disregard of his personal 
safety but also saving the lives of his colleagues. He, 
thus, displayed conspichous courage and a high order of 
devotion to duty. 

37. CAPTAIN SHYAM SUNDER SHARMA (SS-33748) 
1 BIHAR 

(Effective date of the award : 30th May, 1992) 

While on his way to lay ambush on the night of 29th & 
30th.May, 1992 at about 2140 hours Captain Shyam Sunder 
Sharma observed a Tractor coming along the canal in his 
direction. Getting suspicious Captain Sharma challenged the 
persons on the tractor to prove their identity. The persons 
riding on the tractor opended heavy fire from automatic 
weapons. Realising that the persons travelling on the tractor 
were terrorists. Captain Sharma immediately opened fire with 
his carbine. Since his location was revealed. Captain Sharma 
became the target of the terrorists and was hit by terrorist 
fire in the right foot. In utter disregard of his own safety, 
Captain Sharma rolled over a different position and continued 
firing at the terrorists and kept exhorting his men not to let 
anyone escape. When there was a brief lull in the firing. 
Captain Sharma heared the sound of splashing in the water. 
Realising that some terrorists might be trying to escape cross¬ 
ing the distributory, he ordered Havaldar Linga Raja Swain 
to fire the mini-flair to lit up the area. In the light, he saw 
two terrorists attempting to swim across the distributory. 
Though he was having serious injuries and he was profusely 
bleeding, Captain Sharma dragged himself to the top of 
the bund and engaged the terrorises and killed them. In this 
encounte'r, six terrorists were killed. Four weapons including 
two AK-47 rifles, one .303 rifle and one 9 mm pistol with a 
large quantity of ammunition and documents and cash were 
recovered. 

Captain Shyam Sunder Sharma, thus, displayed conspicuous 
galantry, courage and devotion to duty in his fight against the 
terrorists. 

38. G/116892-P PIONEER BALDEV SINGH 
(Effective date of the award : 1st June, 1992) 

Pioneer Bai.dev Singh of 1609 Pioneer Company was 
deployed on road Manali-Leh for snow clearance. The road 
Manali-Leh is the lifeline of the troops deployed in the 
Northern Border areas. Pioneer Baldev Singh was a member 
of the forward detachment which was required to by-pass 
Taglangla via Mahe and Polkongkala to open another face 
of atack and press on to Baralachala via Pang, Lachulungla 
and Sarchu. Displaying courage and determination, he made 
a steady progress in the completion of his task. 

On the 1st June 1992, the progress of the team was 
abruptly brought to a halt 95 km short of Baralachala due 
to 25 metres high avalanche across the road. Its face was 
perpendicular to the road surface. The avalanche extended 
on one side to the mountain top and going 100 metres deep 
into a nallah on the other side. Whereas other OEMs refused 
to risk their lives in this operation, Pioneer Baldev Singh 
volunteered for the same. 

He started climbing to the top of the avalanche face. Mid¬ 
way the dozer started slipping sideways in the loose snow. 
Unmoved bv the danger, he merely asked his helper labourers 
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to put some boulders under his tracks and then carried on 
with his work. As anticipated, the overhanging ice did start 
breaking off and fell on the courageous operator, but this 
problem was solved by manually breaking off the ice from 
time to time. The work continued for two days before the 
avalanche could be overcome, Throughout this period Baldev 
Singh took rest for only a couple of hours. 

Pioneer Baldev Singh, thus, displayed conspicuous courage 
and dedication to his duty beyond the call of duty. 

39. 2870311 LANCE HAVfLDAR CHATTAR SINGH, 21 
RAJPUTANA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 4th June, 1992) 

On the 4th June, 1992, multiple ambushes were laid in the 
area near village Mahama Square and Pindori in the district 
Majitha. Lance Havildar Chattar Singh was the scout of 
the ambush party in this area. At app.oximately 2205 hours, 
a scooter approached the place of the ambush. Three mili¬ 
tants jumped off the scooter and brought down effective fire 
from automatic weapons on the ambush party. Lance Havil¬ 
dar Chattar Singh fired back upon the nearest militant who 
was firing after taking up a position and injured him. How¬ 
ever, the injured militant continued to fire on Lance Havildar 
Chattar Singh. Showing exemplary courage. Lance Havil¬ 
dar Chattar Singh charged upon the militant and killed him. 
He found that another militant was firing on other members 
of the party and had injured two of them. Lance Havildar 
Chattar Singh, with utmost disregard to own safety, engaged 
the militant and killed him. 

Lance Havildar Chattar Singh, thus, displayed conspicuous 
courage, bravery and devotion to duty in the face of millitants. 

40. 3986562 SEPOY PARKASH CHAND, DOGRA REGI¬ 
MENT (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 8th June-, 1992) 

On the 8th June 1992, while conducting search of a house 
at village Bahia a police party of five senior officers and 22 
personnel were held as hostages on the roof top of a double 
storeyed building with militant having control of the ground 
and the first floor. The army was requisitioned and 2 Dogra 
was entrusted with the task of coidoning the house. Sepoy 
Parkash Chand as part of the inner cordon was tasked to 
move his Light Machine Gun as close as p^.sible to the 
house in order to restrict movement of the terrorists. He 
crawled forward alone without nnv fear facing ntense fire 
of the militants. This daring act inspired others who emulat¬ 
ed, his example. This quick action completely unnerved the 
terrorists who in a desparate bid tried to rash to the stair¬ 
case to eliminate the team members of Sepoy Parkash Chand. 
They brought down heavy fire unon hi*' position so as to 
cover the movement of two terroris's to the roof top. Des¬ 
pite being subjected to heavy fire, be stood bis ground firmly 
with dogged determination. He brought down accurate fire 
on the terrorists killing them mriamaneoudv. Though, he was 
seriously wounded in this action, he ker>+ on firing at the 
militants till he succumbed to his injuries 

Sepoy Parkash Chand. (bus. displayed consnicitous couiage 
and devotion to duty and laid down his life \nlinii!ly fighting 
against the militant' 1 . 

41. 4356756 SEPOY AGOT WANGSA. ASSAM REGI¬ 
MENT f POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 16th June, 1992) 

Sepoy Agoi Wangsa was a member of a search party 
deployed for cordon and search operation at village Jagatpura 
on the 16th June 1992. At approximately 1230 hours wh'le 
carrying out a search of a house, the party was fired upon 
by some militants hiding in a corner room. The search 
party immediately took up positions and on intens» rxdvnge 
of fire took nlace. Tn this process, two members of the party 
got trapped in an adjommg room. These people faced serious 
and grave risk of life from the mditan's. It was essential 
to extricate them. Realising the gravity of the situation. 
Sepov Wangsa crawled forward to the .coipoound gate and 
encaged th- militants dwe-ting their attention. Then. he 
s'multaneouslv directed the two men across the compound wall 
to move in a safer direction During this exchange of fire 
W-v Wanesa was hit in the chest. Unmindful of his iniury’ 
fie dose* tb- ca*e braving the mili'ants’ fire, thereby comer- 
them. Sepov Wangsa later.ruc-umbed to the iniurv on 
wjv to hospital. Bv bis gal'ant action, Sepov Wangsa saved 
the lives of his fellow jawans and ensured swift elimination 
of the militants.

On the 25th June 1992, while carrying out cordon and 
search operation in Dardpura village, Lance Naik Parmesh- 
war Ram formed part of quick reac ion team which was mov¬ 
ed into the village from the adjoining mountainous heights 
along a prominent Nala. While the quick reaction team was 
on its way, they encountered a group of three mill ants in the 
jungle armed with AK-47 rifles. The moment, the presence 
of the troops was noticed, the militants brought heavy volume 
of fire and started escaping. Lance Naik Parmeshwar Ram 
without caring for his personal safety out flanked the militants 
and jumped on them from a rock, 12 feet high. Bv jumping 
on them, Lance Naik Parmeshwar Ram sing!- hambdly pinned 
down two of the militants. His ac ion was so sudden that the. 
third militant was comnletely un-n rved and ran away leaving 
his weapon behind. The Non Comnr'spioned oflT-r in the 
process also sustained injuiies in hi" chest and abdonr-n but 
he managed to hold on to ibe militants and captured them 
alongwith their two AK-47 rifle'. 

Lance Naik Parmeshwar Ram thus, displayed conspicuous 
courage, bravery and devotion to duty in his fight against 
the militants. 

43. G/159784-Y SUPDT. B R GDE IT THAKUR RAM 
ORH (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of award: 13th July 1992)

Rea 1 joins that the 
tree, might fall down, he instructed the workers to cu f down 
the trees. Meanwhile the tree started tilting towards the road 
Shri Orh cautioned ail persons of the impending danger and 
made them rush to a safe place. But the dozer opciator, 
OEM Ram Dev got trapped in the branches of the falling 
tree and stones rolling down from f he hi 1 bide. Shri Orh in 
utter disregard of the safety of hi' life rush'd to the dozer 
to rescue OEM Ram Dev. Whip" h p was puffing OEM 
Ram Dev out of the dozer, a thick branch of the tree fell 
down and hit Shri Orh. He fell on the valley side and be¬ 
came unconscious. Later, he succumbed to his injuries while 
being evacuated to the nearest MI Room.

44. J C-175071 SUBEDAR DARSHAN SINGH RAWAL, 10 
GARHWAL RTFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 21st Aims’, 1992) 

On the 21st Aumi't, 1992. a company of |() Gnrhwal Rifles 
was given the task of carrying out a raid iri vi%ee Shankar- 
rmsa under the leadership of Major Shivender Singh. Study¬ 
ing the village map, he planned to conduct the raid with the 
platoon under Subedar Darshan Singh Rawal. The platoon 
moved into the village from the East in a light Vehicle at 
0930 hours. While entering the village, a burst of AK-47 
rifle was fired on the leading vehicle bv the ant’-national ele¬ 
ments from a ’rouse in order to delav the advance of (he 
platoon and warn their own associates. Realising that ffie 
movement of his entire group had become impo'sibl”, Sube¬ 
dar Darshan Singh Rawal forced entry into the house along¬ 
with Rifleman Harender Singh On entering, he saw a man 
escaping from the window and going into other house. He 


quickly chased him and saw him climbing to an attic from 
a window. Without concern for his personal safety, Subedar 
Rawal went near the window and fired a burst inside. On 
seeing the determined Junior Commissioned Officer, the anti¬ 
national element threw his pistol out and expressed his will¬ 
ingness to s'arrender. After the anti-national element surren¬ 
dered it was found that he was Jaffar-Ul-Islam. the District 
Chief (Srinagar) of Hzbul Mujahideen. Immediate search of 
the hideout resulted in capture of large quantity of arms and 
ammunition. A search of the village was also made and 
four other militants were apprehended. 

Subedar Darshan Singh Rawal, thus, displayed conspicuous 
courage, bravery and devotion to duty.

(Effective date of the award 14th October, 1992) 

On 13th October 1992 at 1930 hours. Commanding Offi¬ 
cer 1 Para (Commando) was informed that 10 passengers 
were stranded in a cable car due to snapping of a haulage. 
The cable car was suspended in mid air at a height of 1300 
feet, about 500 metres from the terminus at Timber Trail, 
Parwnnoo in Himachal Pradesh. He wan asked to move to 
the site and launch a special rescu p misrion Within a short 
time, a team of five trained officers and personnel was select¬ 
ed for this purpose. Major Ivan Joseph Crasto was asked 
to lead the team. Over the next one hour, th' Commanding 
Officer assembled the team, dis'U'S'd the various ont'ons and 
collected the diverse equipments which could h" utilised for 
hcliborne as well as ground bas'd rescue oneration. At 0030 
hours on 14 October 1992 the Commanding Officer and Maior 
Ivan Joseph' Cras*o carried out de'aihd aerial recce w : th 
pilots At 1630 hours, the MT 17 mission was launched. The 
Commanding Officer peisonally accompanied Maior Crasto 
to ”ii per vise the landing on the stranded qible car and to deal 
with emergencies. This attempt failed because of a number 
of problems. After several attempts Maior Crasto could he 
lowered and he landed on the ton of the cable car. Colonel 
Pmbodh Chandra Phardwaj, nccompan'ed each sortie to c ur>“r- 
vise the rescue operation, on the 14'h and 15th October 1992.

(Effective date of the award : 14th October, 1992) 

On the 13 th October. 1992, he was asked to undertake a 
very dangerous and exacting rescue mission at Parwanoo 
(HP). The haulage cable of the “Timber Trad” resort rope¬ 
way had snapped and len persons were stranded in the cable 
car hanging at a height of 1300 feet. He took off at about 
0800 hours on 14th October with qualified aircrew and role 
equipment and landed at Cbandimandir at 0850 hours. He 
verv quickly analysed the situation and concluded that the 
only wav that the tourists could be evacuted was by the way 
of winching them out from the cable car U'ing his vast ex¬ 
perience and exceptional living abflitv, he deduc'd that the 
h'Hcnn’er would have to hover p-ecariouslv clo'e to the "t 
of cobles that ran above the cable car.

Gp Cant Major decid'd to 
launch the MT-17 to rescue the 'Landed tourists He briefed 
the crew thoroughly and advised them that the conseouenc's 
of anv lapses would be fatal. He motivated them and raised 
their moral. He became an integral part of the aircrew and 
even flew live missions.

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47. WING COMMANDER SUBASH CHANDER (12957) 
FLYING (PILOT) 

(Effective date of the award : 14th Oct. 1992) 

On the 13th Octo^r, 1992, the haulage cable of the Timber 
Trail resort ropeway snapped and the cable car with ten 
persons on board got stuck in the middle of the valley at the 
height of 1300 feet above the river bed. At 1400 hours on 
14th October, 1992, Wing Commander Subash Chander was 
given the task of rescuing these stranded tourists. He took 
off from Chandimandir at 1410 hours and carried out a recce 
of the ropeway cables, HT Cables, stranded cable car and 
other obstructions in the rescue area. At 1620 hours Wing 
Commander Subash Chander took off for the rescue m ssion 
which was one of the most difficult and dangerous rescue 
operations ever undertaken. Since the valley was narrow 
the helicopter had to be manoeuvred with utmost care and 
precision to bring it to a hover at the point of beginning of 
the ropeway at a height of 1350 feet. He brought the heli¬ 
copter and made it lower about 30 metres above the cable 
with utmost skill and precision flying. The cable on the 
left was only about 3-5 metres away and under the rotor 
blades. To keep the helicopter steady at that height with¬ 
out any reference point and under cross wind conditions was 
a very difficult and challenging task. 

This maneouvre lasted about 15 minutes and was extremely 
demanding. Wg Cdr Subash Chander kept his cool and en¬ 
couraged the crew members to maintain the highest level of 
concentration. The mission was successful and the stranded 
passengers were winched to the helicopter. 

Wing Commander Subash Chander has, thus displayed 
conspicuous courage, dedication and exceptional flying skill.

Due to the 
explosion and fire, tne building had collapsed and a number of 
people were buried under the debris. Tne Inuian Air Jt-orce 
located at Gwalior was called upon to assist in the rescue 
work. Within half an hour 3 UFTs, an ambulance and a 
SCFT were sent to the place of fire. The Air Force managed 
to contain the fire despite the fact that there was no direct 
access to the site. After fire was contained, it was noticed 
that some gas cylinders were leaking. JWO Raju at grave 
risk to his own life and unmindful of the danger involved in 
going near the cylinders, took a chance and approached the 
cylinders and made them safe. Subsequently, dospite the 
debris and smouldering fire, in total disregard of the danger 
to his own life, he began the operation of clearing the deb¬ 
ris and rescuing the people under the collapsed building 
JWO Raju displayed conspicuous courage and acted beyond 
the call of duty in undertaking a task which was dangerou* 
in his own life. 

Junior Warrant Officer Venkata Phani Raju Kala, SC, thus 
displayed gallantry of a high order and set an example to 
others.

(Effective date of the award : 14th October, 1992) 

On the 13th October 1992 at 1930 hours, Commanding 
Officer 1 PARA (COMMANDO) was informed that 10 
passengers were stranded in a cable car due to ihe snapping 
of the haulage cable. The cable car was suspended in mid 
air at a height of 1300 feet near Timber Trail at Pare anoo 
in Himachal Pradesh. The Commanding Officer was asked 
to move to the site and be prepared to launch a special 
rescue mission. A rescue team of five persons was selected 
under the leadership of Major Ivan Joseph Crasto. Havil- 
dar Krishan Kumar was one of the members of the rescue 
team. He was to be lowered on to the cable car after Major 
Ivan Joseph Crasto and to assist him in the entire rescue 
operation and also to serve as a back up for any mid air 
emergency. At the commencement of the rescue operation 
on the evening of the 14th October, 1992 Havildar Krishan 
Kumar was lowered down on the winch of the helicopter 
after major Ivan Joseph Crasto to serve as his buddy and 
has tea the entire rescue operation. During this process, 
due to some turbulence with the helicopter, the winch wire 
collided with the haulage cables of the cable car threatening 
a dangerous entanglement. Undeterred, Havildar Krishan 
Kumar lurched forward in an attempt to grab the cable car 
and remedy the situation. With grave risk to his own safety, 
he managed to avert a fatal entanglement, which would not 
only have endangered the helicopter but also the suspended 
table car. Fearing an untoward outcome and in order 
to capitalise on the limited visibility left, it was later decided 
to abandon further attempts at lowering the non commissio¬ 
ned officer and instead rescue some stranded passengers. 
The non commissioned officer was winched up into the heli¬ 
copter and thereafter served as the vital heliborne controller 
for the remainder of the rescue operation. Attached with 
just a sling to the helicopter, Havildar Krishan Kumar remai¬ 
ned dangerously hanging out during each rescue circuit in 
order to guide the winch accurately between the haulage 
cables and forestall any possible entanglements. 

Havildar Krishan Kumar, thus, displayed conspicuous cou¬ 
rage, professional skill and devotion to duty and undertook 
a task full of hazards in order to save the lives of many 
stranded passengers.
